called ofthe Greckes, Erid anus. It [welleth in the be⸗ 
ginning of the dogge dayes, at ſuch time as 5 ſnowes 
and hoarefroſts of the fozmer Winter begin to melt: 
and ſo bieing increaſed with p ſurpluſage of waters, 
it carrieth thirtic Ryuers with bim into the Adria- 
tilh Dea.

them not, vnleſſe it be fo2 extreame hungar. Neyther 
are they without mercie, Fo2 by dailie cramples from 
time to time it is manifeſt p they haue ſhewed mercy 
inaſmuch as manie p2iſcners meeting with ſome Lys 
ons by the way, haue notwithffanding returned dn⸗ 
touched into thep2 Countryes, And in the Bookes of 
King /«b4 is rcco2ded the name of a Moman of Ge- 
tulia, who by entretaunte eſcaped vnhurt from þ Ly- 


ons that ſhe mette. Thep engender backwarde : and 


not they onely,bot alſo Lynres, Camels, Dliphants, 
Rhynocerots,and Tygers. The Lyoneſſes at þ firſte 
Iptter b2ing fo2th fine Whelps,and every ptere after 
they dimimlh their number by one, and at the length 
when the dammes came to b2inging foꝛth but one at 
once, thep become barraine foz euer. The loke and the 
taile declare the courage of the Lyons, like as the ſfo- 
macke of a hozſe is knowne by hys cares. $02 nature 
hath gyuen theſe two markes to euerie notable beaſte 
to be knowne by. Their chiefeſtfozce is in their bꝛeſt, 
and their chiefeſt ſtedineſle is in their heades. When 
they be chaced with dogs, they goe away diſdainfully, 
and now and then ſtaping, dilſſemble thepꝛ fozce wyty 
pꝛetence as though they tared not whither they went 
awap oꝛ no: aud this they do when they be followed 
in open and champion fields. But in woody places (as 
though they thought no body were able to beare wyt⸗ 
neſle of their cowardlineſſe) they runne away as faſt 
as theyꝛ legs can beare them.Uhen they themlelues 
purlue any thing, they further their pace with leaps 
ping. When they goe at lepſare, they hyde the hokes 
of their talants betweene the flelſhe of their toes, as it 
were in cheathes. And this they obſerue ſo warelye, 
that they runne not hut wyth their falants turned in⸗ 
ward.

the City Palibotra, wherupon ſome haue named the i 
nation Paliborres : whoſe king kepeth dailye in The Praſan, 
wages,ſire hundzed thouſand fotemen , thirty thou⸗ 
ſand hozſemen,and epght thouſand Dliphants.

Dome weare lynnen garments 
ſame wollen, ſome goe all naked, ſome concr but they; 
lute members, and many goe clad in barks of frees. 
ome people are ſo tall, that they well as eaſſly vault 
oucr Oliphants, as if they were hoſes, Panp thinke 
it good neyther fo kill ante lyuing thing, noz to eate 
ante fleſh.Some cate only fiſh,x liue by Þ Sea.

Next followeth « Niaaria, where the ap2e is thick

* Canaria repleniſhed with Dogs of extteding huge⸗ 
nelle, whereof? two were pꝛeſented to King Jabs. In 
that Jle remain ſome foundations of buildings, Ther 
is great plenty of byzds,fieldes full of fruitful Tres, 
places bearing Dates, great ſtoꝛe of Pyneapples, a- 
boundance of Bonney, and Ryners ſwarming wpth MY 
Fylhes calledSilures,Alfo it is ſapde that the wauing Sturges 
Sea caſteth vppe monſtrous beaſtes bppon the land, 
which lying ſtyll there and rotting, infect all thinges 
wyth an hozrible ſtinche, and therefoze the qualitie of 
thoſe Jlands agree not altogether to their name.
